An Attractive Programme — Novelty 
Races For Three-Year-Olds,. 

On the second day the proceedings 
will commence with the 2:21 purse, in 
which are six nominations, followed 
by the 2:27 class and the Occident 
stake and the cup for three-year-olds. 

On Wednesday there will be a rnn- 
ning stake for two-year-olds, with 
twenty-seven names on the lists, fol- 
lowed by a dash of a mile free for all. 
Then will come a three-year-old stake 
for fillies, heats of three-quarters of a 
mile, succeeded by adashof amile and 
three-quarters, free for all, finishing 
with a trot for the 2:30 class, ia which 
are ten entries. 

On Thursday the first race will be a 
trot for four- year-olds, in which there

A Boat Upset ia the Columbia, and Five 
Men Drowned — Sad Accident toa 
Woman and Children — Ratlroad

PontLAnd, September 17,
